Levi and the Dynamite- 

Tiie rainHliackl« olil powdoi-liouso 
.stood twenty feet From the rear 
Itiiiik of the Sliirdevant liiiierock 
quarry, hehiiid a irrH.H8y ratiipart 
alinoNt level with its eaveH It was 
a inent Heiilry-liox, ceven feet 
Nqtiare, iiiipaiiiled, wiii<lowl«88, 
roofed witli uornigated iron, as a 
l>rolecllon aualiiHt ItlaHt-hiirled 
boulders. ' It wan Htill called the 
" powder-honNe,"ii1thoii^h for years 
no exploHive luit dynamite lia<i en- 
tered itH hatteied iloor. 

A (en-hole hlaHl had jiiRt been 
fired in the quarry holloiii riKht 
under it, and the men hwuiik down 
atf/iin on tlie dra^ l)y Micah Day, 
the engineer. Levi McCairisan, 
hin nephew and aHHJntant, was 
throwing on Home freHh coal, when 
.lolin Sturdevant, owner of tLe 
(piarry, came up to the i'ligine- 
liouHe in liN new red aiitoinoliile 
with two friendH. 

John tlioiiKld. a good deal of tlnit 
hole in the Ki'OH'xi — i^H'l well he 
niiKid.. Out of it liad <-on)e not 
only that veiy automobile, but a 
ten-thon.sand-dollar houHe and a 
yeai in Europe, to Hay nothiiiK of a 
good living and a growing bank ac 
eonnt, 

'I'lie three men came in, langhing 
and a joking. Sliinlevaul HJiook 
handn with Levi and Iuh uncle. 

"Can you put uh on the liollom 
without ttroaking, Micha?" he auk 
ed. 

'• Easy as eggR," replied the en- 
i^inetr. 

The visiforH got on the diag, and 
swung out over two hundred feet 
of Hpace. JoImi'h friendH showed 
their nervouHness by giipping the 
chains tightly, as they looked down 
to where the sledges were ringing. 
Soou they stood safely on the V>ol- 
toin. 

A loaded drag was hooked on, 
and Micha began to hoist it slowly, 
lieaning through the open window, 
Levi walJ'.hed the brown halH of 
John and IiIh guests as tliey moved 
about over the blue llitt«rook. Then 
his ga/.e traveled up the opposite 
l>lu<r to the ten feet of earth at its 
top, crowned by the rampart before 
the powder- Iiouho. 

Ills eyes opened wide. Surely he 
must be mistaken.

But it was. Out spurted a cas- 
cade of dirt and small rocks, and 
shot dowtiward: an iiiHtant later it 
rattled on the bottom.

After that 
the shanty uould go when it want- 
ed. He leaped down for the last 
box. 

Suddenly a mass off earth Jarred 
loose from the base of the slide. 
The house tottered, about to fall. 
Levi plunge<l through the do«u-, 
threw his arms routed the t«ntb 
case, aud Jum|H)d out. HisHiioulder 
struck the slowly sinking frame 
and the shook spun him ruun«I fac« 
to the brink. 

Down to (he edga slid llioslmnty, 
li|>ped deliberately over, lUtd dis- 
appusrud. Iim urash uu tbe butluiu 
rose tu bim, as be stagiferad un- 



steadily, writhinir, twisting his 
body, vainly trying to recover bis 
balance, the box in his arms. 

Just as he thought himself safe, 
a clod under bis right foot gave 
away, aud he swung forward, still 
clasping the case. If he dropped 
it now, it would certainly fall into 
the quarry. If he did not drop it, 
he would probably go in, loo. 
What sliould he do? 

The quesliou answered Itself. He 
fell forward at full length along £be 
aide. As the box, clutched to his 
breast, landed almost on the edge, 
he fell, a momentary horror lest rhe 
shock might explode it. Then he 
found himself lying safe for the 
present, his toes autl knees dug In- 
to the loose, rain-moisted earth, his 
eyes starting down into two hnu- 
(ired feet of space.

TRIPOLL 

Of all the Barbary States, says 
the New York Evening Srni Tripoli 
has been the least touched by 
modern civilization. The primitive 
customs and ancient patrisrchal 
life of desert oasis and tableland 
are the delight of the few travelers 
who have been willing to bi-ave the 
dangers ,.f wild tribes and sand- 
slornis for a glimpse at a world 
little changed since those upon whom 
th« mantle of the Prophet fell were 
carrying th« arms of AlUh through 
northern Africa in a wave that was 
to half sweep £ui-ope. 

Even the city of Tripoli is not 
modernized except in the foreign 
quarters, while the hiuterhiud, |hos- 
tile and bigoted, has yielded little 
even to Turkish inflnenoes. 

The most satisfactory name for 
the country which Italy seems lient 
on seizing is Tripolitana. Tripoli- 
tana incUides Vilayet of Tripoli, 
the Fezzan, a l)ig desert State to 
the south, with hazy outlines, and 
the providence of Barea, or 
Cyreuaica, to tbe east. These 
constitute the most steiilo part uf 
North Africa, a siiecli between 
Egypt andTunis where the desert 
runs down to the sea. L^ iug sevenU 
huudred miles out of the trade 
route from east to west tlu-iuigh the 
Mediterranean, behind a coast 
(inngerous with reefs and bars, they 
ate seldom visited by Buxopeans. 
It is a ooruer of the glol>e which 
liAH Iteen near to Europe aud at the 
saute time far away. 

The leading races of Tropolitaua 
are four in number — the Berbers, 
who seem to be the desooudants of 
the original inhabitants ; the Arabs, 
from the line of the conquerors; the 
Jews and the Blanks, a shifting po- 
pulation which drifts up from the 
Sudan and Itaok again along the 
three great caravaji routes which 
ixtnverge upon the capital. The 
Turks, outflide the troops and their 
officers, are only a hantlfui of ruer 
chants. 

Two fifths of the 410 square miles 
in the vilayet of Tripoli is tillable 
soil aud of this two-fifths only one 
one-half is utilized. The agricul- 
tural methods are Biblical, thegrain 
being sown and thrt)shed by hand 
and watered from a well where the 
hoisting is done by camel, mule or 
man 

Wheir the rain comes tbe desert 
blossoms like the rose, but the 
water question is so serious that 
salistice show an average of only 
four good harvests out of ten. The 
grain crops are l>arley, millet, 
guinea corn and wheat. 

The husbandman of Tripoli 
figures that if he raises more grain 
than enough to tide him over till 
the next year he will only be doing 
a, kind turn to tbetaxgathorer or the 
usurer, wherefore most of the farm- 
ing is done in haphazard and sloven- 
ly style, no more grain lM>ing plant- 
ed than will suffice for the wants of 
Uie twelvemonth ahead. Yet this 
was once one of the granaries of 
Rome. It is believed that the 
Sahara Desert was spread to the 
north since then. 

Intlustry in the tuwn« is slightly 
hampered by the three regular 
weekly Sabbat lis, Friday for the 
Mohammedans, Saturday for the 
Jews, who have a quarter to them- 
selves in every town, called the 
" Mellae,"and Sunday for tbe few 
but inllHential Christiaus. 

Many make their living by thiev- 
ing, whioh amounts Himost to an 
institution. There are marauding 
deaeri triUes|beaid»s bands of lurking 
highwaymen in the enviroru* of the 
towns aud the market places, and 
the lower quarters of the cities ait< 
infested with skillful pilferers and 
and robbers. The Turkish ijiuvern- 
ment has done little to check these 
iinmomoriiU aotivilies, devotiivg its 
altoutJou to the pioiier oollection of 
the tithes. 

Of the three principal imlustriee-^ 
spauge gatheriug along the ooaat, 
esparto picking and the caravan 
trade — the last named has fallen 
away sadly of late, iHHwu.ne of the 
opening up of better trade routas 
by which Sudanese giMxU can get 
to the European uuatomers. The 
exports of the country consist of 
mats, eggs, woolens, old silver and 
oattle. About the only artioles 
that comes to the United States 
from 'I'ripuli ai« Sudan skins, frttui 
whioh a uheap grade of gloves io 
maitufsL'tured. 

It was duriuK ihe domiuatiau of 



the bashaws, in 1801, that the 
United States frigate Philadelphia 
wiis lured on a bar by the tricky 
pirates of bashaws, captured, its 
crew enslaved and its hold filled 
with swarthy buccaneers. The old 
story-tellecs of Tripoli stiJl relate 
the tradition of how Lieutenant 
Decatur sailed boldly into the 
habor with a handful of determined 
Americans, recaptured the Phila- 
delphia, burned it and escaped. The 
blackened hull of ihe Philatlelpliia 
still lies in the clear habor water 
to prove the story, and recently 
parts of it have been brought up 
by divers. 

Remains of the Roman occupation 
abound. A magirificenl arch of 
Marcus Aurelius stands half buried 
in the debris of centuries and is 
partly plastered up to serve as the 
stall of a fish dealer. The inscrip- 
tion on the arch gives tbe date of 
the building as A.D. 164. 

Many fine houses of the town 
have Roman columns set in their 
walls. The mosques abound in 
Roman sculpture aud mosaics, still 
beautiful in their surrounding in- 
ferior modern stucco work. 
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The king of Petty's Island is dead. 
He reigued over his island domain 
for half a century, then retired. 
Eight weeks ago, enfeebled try age, 
he went to l>ed, aud griulually droop- 
ed until Thursday, when he calm- 
ly slept away. 

That was Ralston Laird. In the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. K. 
Hearu, 937 Point Street Camden, 
lies in state the body of the mon- 
arch of au island empire. 

With his death passes one of the 
unique characters who have attract- 
ed attention in bis vicinity for 
some marked peculiarity. Laird's 
was his love for the little strip of 
land that bulges form the middle 
of the Delaware River opposite 
Cramps' sliipyards. 

To this Irisb-B ru patriot Peltys 
Island was, as he often described it, 
the original Garden of Eden. It 
was virtually bis only home in tbe 
new world until a very few years 
ago. From it he saw a new navy 
born and grow steadily year after 
year, from the wooden frigate of 
the past to the steel-armored 'battle- 
ship of to-day. 

laird's arrival on THB ISLAM) 

Ralston Lainl was 88 years old 
when deatb claimed him. In 1851 
he came to America from Ireland, 
aud not tuany weeks passetl before 
he was installed as manager of 
Andrew Manderson's farm an 
Pettys Island. In those days thei'e 
were several farms or the little 
9trip of land, and the population 
must have been all of fifteen or 
twenty. Laird was charmtHl with 
bis friend's island home. He lovetl 
it. To bim it was but a miuiature 
of the, green isle that he bad left be- 
yond the seas. He went eu- 
Uiusiastleally to work to make the 
Manderson farm the best of all, aud 
to improve tiie island it.Helf " for 
the cause." Cramps theu bad a 
little shipyard on the island, but 
soon aftei wanl it moved to its present 
site. 

From tbe cradles aoross the chan- 
nel King Ral-ston watche<l the shiiw 
grow. He saw inerohantmen, design- 
ed for peace, and other ships, plan- 
ned for war, rise aud filide into the 
river, pushing great waves upon his 
diminutive kingdom, and he ap- 
plauded. Each wave that overlapp^l 
his shores he oonsidered a caress, a 
reoognitiou of his Island's impor- 
tance. 

He raised cattle and horses and 
sold them at profitable prices. He 
played fair arrd dealt squarely with 
his fellow-men, and his neighlMtrs 
loved him. It was they who pro- 
claimed him king, and his crown 
was their affection. 

But, though farmers sold their 
farms and aioved away, Raistoii 
Laird stayed on. Simmi after he be- 
came a resident of Pettiy's Inland, 
and he married. His first child, 
now .Mrs. A. &<aginnis, of Now 
York, wtis tK»n in Philadelphia, 
but all the rest were born upou his 
little kingdom. They live lo-day 
and are besides Mrs. Magi nu is aud 
Mrs. Ilearu, Ralston Laird, Jr., aud 
Jdr». N. Yoiier, of this city ; Miss 
iiaggie Laird, of Mount Airy, 
\ Fhi|ad«lpbia ; Uim K. Laurd, of 



Camden, and Mrs. H. WaterJunise, 
of Camden. 

The names in Italics are deaf 
children. 

BECAME SOLE INHABITANT 

Originally there were five farms. 
The time came whetr there was 
but one, and Lairtl arrd his faitfily 
reigned in state as the sole (Hxpula- 
tion of Petty 's Island. The island 
pa.ssed into th« hands of Philip J. 
Ross, of New York, and eventually 
into the possession of a Philadelphia 
syndicate, aud to-day only the 
watchman lives upou it, aud the 
farms know crops no more. Six years 
ago King Ralston left this island, 
with many regrets, to live with 
Mrs. Hearu in Camden. 

Their home is at Cooper's Point, 
where daily the old man could, by 
walking half a block, look out upon 
the i8tan<l he loved so well, and he 
k)oked upon it daily, antl often 
visited it, until advancing age matle 
it impossible for him. 

During his loitg reigo, his hand 
was ever in his pocket to help ueedy 
Irshmen who sought suoc>e8S in the 
new world, and it is said that all 
whom he helped succeeded, 

So King Ralston lived and died, 
watching ships for many navies go 
forth, some to do battle; some to 
bear their flags triumphant through 
the fray; at least one to sink under 
the guns of an enemy at faraway 
Port Arthur, Manchuria, a victim 
of a fleet in which there sailed still 
auother of the ships that pushed the 
Delaware waters over the edge of 
his empire. To him the destinies 
of the world were decide<l by the 
ev<>nt8 in the vicinity of his island. 

He was known to thonsands in 
Port Richmond aud Camden, and 
many have called at bis daughter's 
botue to pay their last tribute of 
affection to this man who had no 
enemies. — North Americaii, Oct. 
U. ^

"Now, the story goes, a young 
explorer of royal birth some yeais 
later climbed this mountain island 
and founti 10,000 people, and he 
became their Prince, Pi ince Timo- 
teo. "He did good dee<ls, watch- 
ed for his people and picked out a 
beautiful maiden for his wife. All 
was happy until the day of his 
marriage when, after the ceremony, 
another earth<iuake came and the 
island once again resumed its 
natural form. The steel) sides 
vanished and the Ptince and bride 
were swallowed up. It is said they 
are living at the center of the earth." 
Dr. Michaels, who lives at Little 
Rock, Ark., will <lo some religious 
work anumg the deaf-mutes while 
in St. Louis.

Workmen were putting 
the furnishing touches on two new 
furnaces In the cellar of the main 
building and repairing one of the old 
ones, and with three heaters and 
two cars loads of coal stored up 
there, will be no difficulty in keep- 
ing tire building comfortably warm 
during zero weather. And while 
inspecting the furnaces, the party 
also had a peep hito the pantry. 
It was full to overflowing, altout 
nine hundred quarts of canned 
fruits and vegetables, and all put up 
by the matron, with the assistance 
of some of the residents, during the 
suiumer ami fall, and the work is 
not done for there is sauerkraut to 
make yet from cabbage still grow- 
ing, and more catsup to make, aud 
probably more apple butter. A 
couple barrels of lK)ile<l older will 
serve as treats during the winter. 
Mr. Chapman had been able to get 
apples from neighbors at five cents 
a bushel aud has taken advantage 
of it. In one of the rooms of the 
old brick building were collections 
of purupkins, Hubbaitl squash, 
onions aud beets, ail of good size, 
and of the latter was one weighing 
ten pounds. Should the sugar-beet 
Industry establish a refinery down 
this way, it may be i>ossible to de- 
vote part of the Home farm to beet- 
raising with profit. There were 
three or four bushels of hickory 
aud walnuts drying out in one of 
the rooms, wbioh Mr. Shade, the 
farm hand, had gathered for the 
residents. About GO bushels of pota- 
toes were stored away. Tire crop 
this year was below the average iu 
size and quanity. 

The live-stock of the Home was 
all found iu good condition. Thei-e 
are5shoats, 12 spring pigs, seven 
little pigs and two sows; of poultry 
a tluzen turkeys are fattening for 
Thanksgiving and Christmas feasts, 
while about 200 old and young 
chickens will furnish the egg supply 
•Qd reduce meat bills. 

The members of the Boanl dis- 
cussed the proposed enlargement of 
the main building and other im- 
provements tirereto. Au architect 
will be secured to draw up plans, 
and give estimates for the work, 
and when there are secured, the 
work will be pushed forward, as 
speedily, ivh possible, if the nec- 
essary funds are at hand for which 
a eampatgn will likely be ou s«K>n. 

A pleasant feature of the Board's 
visit was the dinner provided by the 
the matron, Mrs. Choprnau, and In 
Its preparation she did herself 
proud. It was heartily enjoyeil by 
are who partook of it. It was of 
the real country kind, and with 
two exceptions every thing ou the 
menu was a product of the Home. 
The exoepliouB were sugar aud 
coffee. 

Mr. and Mrs. Chapman since as- 
suming charge of the Home have 
been industrious iu caring for its 
interests and making the reshieiits 
feel at home, and that they have 
suc«ee«led is evidenced by the love 
and respect given them by those 
under their care, all of which the 
Board appreciates, and feels that In

In 
the above case, I was sent for by 
phone to meet tlve said fellow that 
called who was selling motto cards 
of various sizes as eye-openers, of 
wisdom leaders or advice givers, 
and found him to be one with all 
the ear-marks of a high school 
graduate aud without any stamp or 
au impostor. 

After some t«lk with him, I told 
one of the office clerks that be was 
all right, but the firm bad no use for 
such cards to be hung up. Aud 
also I told the caller that the firm 
had a large job printing plant aud 
an advertising department, and 
would publish such cards for the 
purpose as might be necessary.

Oil does not mix well with water, 
so stick to the machine oil of earn- 
ing a honest living " by the sweat 
of the brow" and be happy, eveir if 
not happier than Oil King John D. 
R. This is a good motto forgone 
aud all.

Tbe Uallnndet memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Hev. Thomas Ualiaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is Hituate<l on 148th Street, just west 
of AuiHtenlani Avenue, and is built 
some tweuty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of Huoh a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediQeuund be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Ualiaudet 
hoped (luting his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
wonld have completed the church 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fltting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf' mutea. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in de])th. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will l)e use«l tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th« 
amount required for '* The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about t[i(),000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
■ilent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
